Until U863, when President Lincoln, after the great battle of Get­ 
tysburg which preserved the Union of these United States, issued 
a proclamation just about the anniversary of his mother’s death,, 
that was so often in his heart, and called the United States to 
thank God for what God had done for the Union army and for 
the preservation of this country. 
From that day on Thanksgiv­ 
ing has been a national institution and custom. 
Thanksgiving is an expression of gratitude, and one of the 
first and highest tokens of a noble nature. 
Long ago Xenophon 
said: “The sweetest of all our sounds is praise.” 
And Cicero has said: “A thankful heart is not only the great­ 
est virtue, but the parent of all virtues.”
